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INTRODUCTION 


The  year  was  an  unremarkable  one  in  the  Midhurst  District 
as  far  as  the  health  of  the  public  was  concerned . 


Vital  Statistics  show  the  features  which  are  typical  of  a 
population  with  more  than  the  average  of  older  people®  The 
Uncorrected  Death  Rate  (l4.8  per  thousand)  is  higher  than  the 
national  average  (11.9) »  but  when  allowance  is  made  for  the 
preponderance  of  older  people  it  is  9o0  per  thousand  -  a  fairly 
good  index  of  health® 


For  the  same  reason  the  Uncorrected  Birth  Rate  (10.6  per 
thousand  population)  and  the  Corrected  Birth  Rate  (11.9)  differ 
from  the  national  figure  (l6„3)  as  would  be  expected. 


Although  no  such  cases  have  occurred  in  this  district,  the 
occasional  notification  of  Typhoid  or  Paratyphoid  in  different 
parts  of  the  Country  can  almost  invariably  be  traced  to  holidays 
abroad  or  to  overseas  visitors.  This  underlines  the  importance 
for  people  travelling  abroad  to  arrange  in  good  time  to  be 
protected  against  these  diseases  and  also  against  Smallpox.
